MANFRED RECEIVES ENORMOUS ACCOLADE 


Parramatta Power assistant coach Manfred 
Schaefer is not one for gloating or enjoying 
the spotlight.

But the accolade afforded to the former Socceroo 
recently cannot pass without mention. 


On December 5 the world focus will be on Schaefer 
when he travels to his birthplace of Germany to 
help FIFA President Sepp Blatter with the draw for 
the qualifying rounds of the 2006 World Cup. 


In terms of accolades for former international 
players it simply does not get any bigger than this! 


It is a huge honour and one that even the usually 
reserved Schaefer, who was part of Australia’s only 
appearance at the World Cup in 1974, admits has 
humbled him. 


“| must say that it is an enormous honour," Schaefer 
said. “Playing at the World Cup was tremendous 
and will never be matched but after all these years 
to be remembered and to go back to do this is 
unbelievable. 


“To be the first Australian to be invited to help with 
the draw for a World Cup is humbling and it is an 
honour to be going to Germany to take part.” 


Getting such words out of Schaefer is a challenge 
but it has been no challenge coaxing words of 
praise out of those around him. 


“| am so happy for Manfred," said Coach 
Nick Theodorakopoulos. “Manfred has done a lot 
for the game in this country and hasn't had the 
accolades because he chooses to stay low but this 
is certainly well deserved and everyone at the

accolades, Mr Australian Soccer himself Johnny 
Warren, has publicly supported FIFA’s decision to 
ask his former teammate to help out with the 2006
